Prosperity and the Farmer. 


The country is prosperous again, "but its prosperity is 


strangely one-sided. The farmer does not share it. In spite 
of everything done to help him, he still finds that he gets less 
income from a given investment and a given effort than men 
do in other fields of enterprise. 


The economic system is unbalanced somehow. 
Business 


and professional men are mostly making good profits, or earn- 
ing good salaries, and the wages of industrial workers are high. 
All of these classes can live comfortably, because with the 
money they get they can buy more than they used to with 
normal incomes and normal prices. But the farmer doesn't 
get enough for what he produces to buy as much as he used 
to of the things he requires. . 


Everybody else, generally speaking, is profiting at the farm- 


er's expense, eating comparatively cheap food and selling the 
farmer dear goods and services. 


In previous periods of prosperity, there has seldom been 


such a condition. It is considered very doubtful whether pres- 
ent prosperity can last unless the farmer can be made to share 
in it. If he remains poor in money, he will not, or cannot, con- 
tinue producing food and raw materials in the quantity needed 
by the rest of the population. Also he> cannot buy what the 
rest of the population produces. And this is a serious factor, 
because the rural market is the biggest market there is for 
manufactured goods. 


For real and lasting good times, then, the farmer must have 


a squarer deal. How to give it to him is perhaps the biggest 
problem now confronting this country. So far, nobody, not 
even the farmer himself, seems to know exactly how it is to be 
done. Economic law will take care of the matter, no doubt, 
in the long run; but nobody wants to wait for slow, natural 
readjustments.

"It is too dangerous for France and for Germany." 


He believes that Germany will come forward with "such a

The present situation cannot last more than 
four or five weeks. Every week it grows worse. 


"France and Germany," he says, "can arrive at reconstruc- 


tion only by collaboration." 


That is easy enough to see at this distance. It seems harder 


for the contestants to see, with their hands on each others' 
throats and hate and prejudice in their hearts. Yet even in 
Berlin and Paris it seems to be getting clearer that if the two 
rivals do not start working together, on a reasonable repara- 
tion program, they will destroy each other. 


It is Germany's move now. And a reasonable offer may- 


find France in a mood to accept. 
If Germany starts paying, 


and working to pay, and France goes back home, European 
recovery will start in earnest and the whole world will breathe 
more freely. 


Detailed Mail Addresses. 


The postmaster of Chicago states that 75,000 pieces of mail 


a day are delayed in that city because of incomplete addresses. 
He advises using on every package and envelope both the cor- 
rect, full address of the person to whom the mail is sent— 
including street, number and room, if necessary—and the cor- 
rect return address of the sender. 


Although there is not so much congestion of delayed mail 


in smaller postoffices, there is enough delay and confusion to 
make the warning applicable. 


As a matter of fact, there is no legitimate excuse for incom- 


plete addresses when the full address is known. Persons in a 
hurry may imagine that they save a little time by writing the 
addressee's name and city only, but the seconds saved in that 
way are greatly multiplied in lost time later. Why not play 
square with the postal workers? 


Perpetual Nibblers. 


A few persons, stung once by fake promoters, learn their j 


lesson thoroughly and confine their further financial ventures' 
to sound investments. A surprizingly large number of "suck- 
ers " however, bite again and again. 
If they have lost one 


batch of savings on stocks that misbehaved, they will never- 
theless fait for the other tricks in the swindler's bag. 


One favorite device for continuing the harvest in the case 


of promotions which have become defunct is to canvas stock- 
holders with invitations to join mergers and to exchange their 
old stock for new—on a plan which involves putting up a little 
additional money, of course.
